The 
gea delayed the little suffragette war- 
ship so much that it did not arrive at 
the side of the big liner until the police 
were leading Mrs. Pankhurst down the 
gangway. The militants shouted to her 
through their megaphones: 

„Don't land! The cats are after you!” 

Protests Are Unavaliling. 

Mrs. Penkhurst protested against her 
arrest and asked to see the warrant.

The Baroness Ursula Barbara von 
Kalinowski of Wiesbaden, Germany, 
filed a suit for $2,500,000 in the United 
States District Court, Thursday, against 
Michael J. Hurley, secretary of the 
Central Paint and Supply Co., with of- 
fices in the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing, alleging that Hurley failed to keep 


bis promise to marry her. a 

After the suit was filed Hurley re- 
mained behind locked doors in his ot - 
fice suite while Deputy United States 
Marshal Fickeisen vainly tried to serve 
the papers on him. 

A man who said he represented Hur- 
ley, but refused to divulge his name, 
kept watch in an outer office. This 
man told reporters that the Baroness 
had tracked down the wrong man and 
that it was not Michael J. Hurley who 
jilted Baroness. 

Stemographer Locks Door. 

When Deputy Marshal Fickeisen went 
to Hurley's office suite to serve the pa- 
pers he was told by two young women 
stenographers that Hurley was in an 
inner office and could not be disturbed. 
When Fickeisen started toward the door 
of the inner office one of the stenog- 
raphers ran past him and taking a key 
from her apron pocket locked the door. 

Fickeisen was then told he might wait 
in an ante-room. When he had stepped 
into this ante-room the other stenog- 
rapher locked another door leading to 
Hurley’s private office. Fickeisen then 
notified the Marshal that he had been 
unable to serve the papers. 

Deputy Marshal Watson in the Federal 
Building then called Hurley on the tele- 
phone. Hurley told Watson that he 
would voluntarily go to the Marshal's 
office to accept service if his attorneys 
advised him to do 80. 

Hurley Recently Moved Office. 

Hurley recently moved to the Railway 
Exchange Building from the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building. 

Attorney George E. Fleming of New 
York who filed the sult in behalf of the 
Baroness Kalinowski told reporters that 
he had deen in St. Louis about three 
weeks gathering information on which to 
base the suit and that he believed 
Michael J. Hurley to be the man sought 
by the Baroness. Fleming said it was 
the Baroness’ original intention to sue 
Hurley for $5,000,000. 

The Baroness, Fleming said, told him 
that the Hurley who jilted her was 
very wealthy and that on a recent trip 
to Germany he spent $1,250,000 with cer- 
tain German officials in the hope of 
obtaining valuable railroad concessions 
in South America. 

#100,000 Spent in Traveling. 

The petition alleges that the Baroness 
met Hurley in Paris July 30, 1912, and 
that since then she has spent $100,000 in 
traveling and preparing for her wedding. |

The Baroness sets forth that she is only 
20 years old, but that this is the legal 
age for women in Germany. If the 
courts here do not admit her claim to 
gue as a person of legal age she asks 
permission to sue as a minor, through a 
best friend. 

The Baroness, in her petition, alleges 
that on the night of July 22, two days 
after he met her, Jimmie“ Hurley 
gave a dinner at the Continental Hotel 
in Paris, and announced his engage- 
ment to marry her. 

The Baroness alleges that Hurley 
agreed that the marriage should be per- 
formed at her home in Wiesbaden, Ger- 
many, Aug. 1, 1912. On the wedding 
dey, she says, she received a telegram 
from Hurley saying that business re- 
quired him to go to South America, but 
that he would marry her on his return. 

Goes to London, Then New York. 

On April 26, 1913, the petition alleges, 
the Barones received from Hurley a 
telegram instructing her to go to Lon- 
don and prepare for the wedding. When 
she arrived in London May 1. she says, 
she found awaiting her a telegram 
from St. Louis, signed with Hurley’s 
name and advising her to go to New 
York and await him there. On reaching 
New York, she alleges, she received an- 
other telegram in which Hurley said he 
was ill and that the weather was too 
hot in St. Louis for her to come here. 


At the same time, the Baroness al- 
leges, Hurley wired to her from St. 
Louis $2500 to pay her hotel expenses 
in New York. She says the same mes- 
Sage said there was $10,000 on deposit 
in a New York bank for her. She 
went to the bank and found there was 
no money there for her, she asserts.

MURDER CHARGE DROPPED 


Prosecutor Decides Killing Was 
Accidental; Authorities Ap- 
prove Adoption Plan. 


Miss Hilda Foster of 181A North 
Prairie avenue, against whom charges 
of second degree murder had just been 
dismissed, announced Thursday that she 
considered herself morally responsible 
for the future care and education of 
Marcus Ornan Taylor, the ll-year-old 
son of Mrs. Mazie Taylor, who was 
killed in her home, 3002 Locust street 
when a revolver over which Miss Foster 
and a man were scuffling was accident- 
ally discharged on June 2. 

She said she had made application to 
Public Administrator Newell for permis- 
sion to take charge of the boy. He has 
been living at the home of a woman in 
Valley Park, and this woman moved 
lately, but Newell will try to find her 
and to get the boy. 


Murder Charze Dismissed. 
The charge of second degree murder 


against Miss Foster was dismissed, by 
Circuit Attorney Harvey’s order, in 
Judge Kinsey's court Thursday. She 
was indicted and placed under bond 
after the killing of Mrs. Taylor last 
June, in spite of the woman’s dying 
statement that the killing was an ac- 
cident, and of a Coroner’s verdict to 
that effect. 

She was required to appear in court 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and the dis- 
missal of the case was announced on 
her third appearance, the Prosecutor 
having decided, after reading the in- 
quest testimony, that there was no case 
against her. William E. Fish acted 
as her lawyer. 


Scuffled for Revolver. 
Miss Foster, who then roomed at 


Mrs. Taylor’s home on Locust street, 
nd W. P. Miller of 643% Bartmer ave- 
2g were scuffling for the possession 
of a revolver in Mrs. Taylor’s parlor 
the night of June 2, when it was dis- 
charged. Mrs. Taylor was wounded 
and she. died the same night at the 
Missouri Baptist Sanitarium. 


CHIEF OF POLICE, WHO 
NEVER WAS CHIEF, QUITS 


A. E. Holloway Who Held East 
St. Louis Office a Month, Never 
Sat in Official Chair. 

After being made Policeman, Sergeant. 
Chief of Detectives, Lieutenant and 
Chief of Police of East St. Louis, all 
within three minutes, and holding a 
doubtful title to his office for a month, 
without active service or pay, Alfred E. 
Holloway sent his resignation to Mayor 
Chamberlin Thursday. He retired from 
office without ever having for one min- 
ute occupied the Chief's chair. 

Mayor Chamberlin promised Holloway 
to make him Chief of Police, but found 
he was unable to make good. He re- 
quested Police 
Roe and John Shannon to dismiss Chief 
of Police Ransom Payne and appoint 
Holloway. They refused, 

Mayor Chamberlin then issued an order 
dismissing Roe and Shannon, and ap- 
pointed Clark H. Way and George W. 
Brickler to succeed them. The Council 
refused to sanction the dismissa] of 
Roe and Shannon, but Way and Brickler 
held one meeting and went through the 
formal procedure of transforming Citi- 
ven Holloway into Chief of Police. That 
was the only duty they have performed.

ADOPTION DISPUTED 


More than 4 witnesses, an unusual 
array of legal talent and about 2 liti- 
gants directly interested were in Judge 
Jones’ Court Thursday afternoon when 
Miss Edna Amrein of 1362 Burd avenue 
began her legal contest to obtain the 
whole of the estate of the late David 
J. Signaigo, valued by the litigants at 
$150,000. 

Miss Amrein is opposing a brother and 


sister and 18 nephews and nieces of Sig- 
naigo who was a wealthy fruit mer- 
chant. She alleges that Signaigo ani 
his wife made a verbal agreement to 
adopt her as their child, and that this 


agreement made her their sole heir. 
Signaigo died in New Orleans in 190 


while a member of the St. Louis dele- 
gation which accompanied President 
Taft on a Mississippi River trip. His 
wife had died three months before. 
Miss Amrein was in court during the 
afternoon. She wore a dark blue tailor 
made gown and a black velvet hat. She 
is a blonde and about 2% years old. 


Miss Amrein’s Claim oR 
Signaigo, in his will, left all his prop- 


erty to his wife, but as she died without 
making a will the relatives of Signaigo. 
including brothers, sisters, nephews and 
nieces, claimed his estate as his only 
legal heirs. A friendly partition suit 
was filed by the relatives, asking for 
a sale of the property and a division 
of the proceeds among them. The pe- 
tition was granted and Leighton Shields 
was appointed special commissioner to 
make the sale. Before the date of sale 
ar advertised the commissioner was not- 
ified by the law firm of McDonald & 
Taylor that as counsel for Miss Am- 
rein they claimed the estate for her as 
sole heir. At the same time Miss Am- 
rem filed @ motion in the partition suit 
asking to become # party to the pro- 
ceedings. This move was a surprise 
te Signaigo’s relatives. 

As a result, the sale of the estate 
was called off and the partition suit re- 
opened. 


No Adoption Papers Fued. 
Miss Armein, set forth in her petition 


that in 1889, when she was a child, she 
was taken by Mr. and Mra. Signaigo 
from her parents for the purpose of 
adoption, the uncle and aunt having no 
child of their own. She alleged she was 
treated by the Signaigos the same as 
if she had been their own child and she 
was reared by them in luxury. How- 
over, papers of adoption were never 
placed on record, but the girl declared 
she always believed her uncle and aunt 
had carried out the alleged agreement. 

The niece remained at the Signaigo 
home, 5534 Maple avenue, until after 
the death of her uncle and then re- 
turned to her parents. She represents 
that because she was raised as a rich 
man’s daughter she was not taught to 
be independent as to earning her own 
living, and this should be considered 
a factor in the case. She is an artist. 
There are on file depositions from old 
friends of the Signaigo couple which 
sét forth that Mr. and Mrs. Signaigo 
treated Edna as their daughter and 
spoke of her as such. 

The relatives of Signaigo deny any 
legal adoption and have retained an 
array of counsel, including William G. 
Carpenter, Leahy, Saunders & Barth 
and Lubke & Lubke to oppose the 
young woman's claims.

Answers Attack. 


Jeptha D. Howe was publicly charged 
with acting as the attorney of the “Big 
Cinch” in representing public utility cor- 
rorations, in a speech by President 
Charles A. Stix of the Civic League, 
while opposing a bill to preserve the 
26,000 outdoor vaults in the city before 
the Sanitary Committee of the Counell, 
Wednesday night. He,advocated a sub- 
stitute bill prepared by representatives 


ence. 

tix retorted to the charge by Howe 
in the same chamber Tuesday, that the 
Civic League was backed by the Big 
Cinch and went to the front for such 
men as the United States Senate is in- 
vestigating. Stix denied that the “Big 
Cinch,” which he characterized as the 
special interests represented by public- 
service corporations, contributed any- 
thing to the support of the Civic League 
or had any control over the policies of 
the league. 

“And that is more than the.attorney 
can say, who made this charge,” de- 
clared Stix to the committee. 

Stix explained afterward to reporters 
that he referred to the secret employ- 
ment of Howe as advisory counsel by 
James Campbell of the Union Light and 
Power Co., when the lighting company 
sought to eliminate a rival concern, the 
West End Light and Power Co., by quo 
warranto proceedings. 

U. R. Case " 

An official of the Civic , said 
the policy of the league has been to ig- 
nore representatives of public utility 
companies in its management, and cited 
an instance of how the friends of the 
United Railways Co., a few years ago, 
gaye an unwitting testimonial of the in- 


influences. 

This official said the United Railways 
man attempted to retaliate when the | 
league began an agitation for better 
heating and ventilation of street cars, 
and receipts promptly fell off $600 in the 
league's treasury. The reprisal had no 
effect on the campaign for improved 
street car service, which was pursued 
with unabated energy, according to this 
official. 

Percival Chubb, chairman of the Civic 
League Billboard Committee, issued a 
letter Wednesday in reply to Howe's 
attack, which he characterized as cool 
effrontery.’’ To Howe’s charge that the 
Civic League is a body of meddlers, in- 
teresting themselves in other people’s 
business, Chubb replied that it is the 
league's duty as part of the public to 
interest itself in public business such 
as statutory regulation of bill boards, 
and that where there is no meddling 


Starkloff Opposes Bill. 
In prefacing his remarks Wednesday 
night, Stix excused himself for “med- 
dung“ in the ‘vault ordinance affair. 
The Civic League for years has opposed 
every attempt to preserve the open 
vault on the ground that it was unsan- 
itary and a menace to health, especially 
in congested districts, Stix said. 
Health Commissioner Max C. Stark- 
loff Opposed the bill introduced by Real 
Estate Exchange members, in a stren- 
uous speech. 
Dr. Starkloff argued that the Health 
Department should continue with au- 
thority to condemn open vaults where 
sewer connections are possible, and 
force tenement owners to install non- 
freezing closets in yards or sanitary 
plumbing devices in buildings. 
Gerald B. O'Reilly of the Real Estate 
Fixchange led in the defense of the 
pending bill, declaring it would be a 
hardship.on the numerous property own- 
ers to have all vauits arbitrarily elimi- 
nated, but the better vaults could be 
tulerated without menacing health. 
Chairman Gustave J. Herrmann of the 
Sanitary Committee said after the hear- 
ing that the committee would not pass 
the bill in its present shaps.

LOSS $1,000,000 
IN TEXAS FLOODS 


High Water Reaches San An- 
tonio and Invades Nearly Every 
County to Panhandle. 


Ry Associated Press. 

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 4.—Rainfall con- 
tinued today in the flood districts of 
Central Texas, adding to the menace 
of high waters, which already have 
cost 20 lives and about $1,000,000 property 
damage. 

The death list was increased today, 
„hen seven negroes were drowned at 
Hearne. Boats were out thi safternoon 
at Hearne rescuing many persons caught 
in their homes. 

The area of overflowing rivers spread 
rapidly last night, the most important 
new point affected being San Antonio. 
The floods today covered portions of 
nearly every county from San Antonio 
northward, almost to the Panhandle, 
and from this point eastward to include 
all the important cities of north and 
central Texas, Houston, Beaumont and 
Galveston alone were not threatened. 

The homeless numbered thousands, 
but inasmuch as they were divided in 
small groups throughout the immense 
flood territory, no serious relief prob- 
lems were presented. 

At Belton, where part of the town 
was cut off by water, baskets of provi- 
sions were transmitted on the telephone 
wires to flood sufferers. 

Near Marlin 175 passengers 
Houston & Texas Central Railroad 
train were marooned all night. The 
flood water rose over the rails until 
it occasionally lapped the lower steps 
of the coaches. The Marlin overflow 
is from the Brazos River bed. It is 
estimated that the Brazos is 10 miles 
wide at some points, Marlin is five 
miles from the river.

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ROBBERY PLANNED 
AT THE SCENE OF 
WOMAN'S MURDER 


East Side Prisoners Confess 
Plotting Theft at 1of6 N. 
Eighteenth Last October. 


ONE KNEW SLAIN WOMAN 


Convicted Man, Who Lived at 
House, Says Miss Dene Spoke 
of a Brother. 


Robert Daniels, one of three men con- 
vieted of robbery in the Madison Coun- 


ty Circuit Court at Edwardsville, III., 
and awaiting removal to the Chester 
Penitentiary, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
rorter Thursday of his acquaintance 
with Miss Emma M. Dene, whose mys- 
terious death in her room at 1016 North 
Eighteenth street, about a week ago, 
is believed by the police to have been 
due to a murderous attack. Daniels 
said Miss Dene had a brother, whose 
name he did not know. This he learned 
when he lived in the house where Miss 
Dene occupied one room. 

Daniels, Raymond. Floyd and Arthur 
Webb were convicted by a jury Wednes- 
day night of robbing Anthony Ernst 
ou the night of Oct. 6 at Eagle Park, 
north of East St. Louis and just over 
the Madison County line. They were 
sentenced to serve indeterminate terms 
of one year to 14 years at Chester. Two 
young women who are said to have wit- 
nessed the robbery, and who were 
wanted as witnesses, were not available, 
es the St. Louis Federal authorities are 
holding them in the House of the Good 
Shepherd as witnesses in a case brought 
under the Mann act. 

Robbery Planned at 1016. 

The three confessed, according to the 
Edwardsville authorities, that they met 
in the house at 1016 North Highteenth 
street, St. Louis, to plan the Eagle 
Park robbery. The fact that this was 
tne same house where Miss Dene was 
found dead Wednesday was noticed, 
when newspaper accounts of the Eight- 
eenth street tragedy reached Edwards- 
ville. 

Daniels was the only one of the thre» 
who would admit, to the reporter, tha“ 
he ever had met Miss Dene. She lived 
in the house a year. 

“She was a woman of good charac- 
ter, Daniels said. 1 talked with her 
occasionally while I was living at the 
house, and one evening last summer we 
sat on the front steps for a While. She 
told me she had a brother who was 
sick in a hospital, and that she was 
greatly worried about him. I did not 
hear her mention any other man, and i 
never knew her to have any caller.“ 

A woman called Thursday at the of- 
fice of Public Administrator Newell, 
who has taken charge of Miss Dene’s 
effects, and said she believed Miss Dene 
was her aunt. She said she had seen 
the body at the morgue, but was unable 
to identify it. She did not give her 
name, but said she would return later’ 
Other claimants to the woman’s estate 
are expected to appear. So far as is 
known, it consists almost entirely of 
two savings bank accounts, amounting 
to $1641.86. 

Woman Neighbor Questioned. 

Mrs. Estella Cooper, who occupied a 
basement room beneath Miss Dene’s, 
and who told of hearing a quarrel be- 
tween Miss Dene and a man over money 
on Thanksgiving night, was questioned 
further by the police at the Carr street 
station. No one else has told of having 
seen or heard any caller at the room 
where Miss Dene lived the life of a 
recluse. A white cat, which was sup- 
posed by the neighbors to be Miss 
Dene’s only companion, disappeared last 
week. * 

Mrs, Cooper's first story of the quar- 
rel was that Miss Dene called the man 
John, and that they talked of his hav- 
ing lost his job. Mrs. Cooper said she 
got the impression that the man was a 
teamster. Miss Dene said, according 
to Mrs. Cooper, that she had 8 left, 
and that when it should be spent, she 
and he would have to starve. 

This was taken as indicating that she 
did not wish the man to know she had 
money in bank. 


Stomach to Be Analysed, 

Examination of the body by autopsy 
physicians has indicated that the blow 
on Miss Dene’s forehead, while a severe 
one, was hardly sufficient to account 
for her death. An analysis of the 
stomach will be made, to see if poison 
was swallowed. No other theory than 
that of murder has been seriously con- 
sidered by the police. The fact that 
the head was bound about with a man’s 
silk handkerchief, with cotton over the 
face, and the position of the body, 
which indicated a struggle, were con- 
sidered evidence of a crime. The bureau 
drawers had been pulled out and 
searched. 

Miss Dene had worked as cook in a 
number of West End homes, but this 
employment would hardly account for 
the size of the deposits which she some 
times made in the banks, $100 being the 
usual amount. In two months of 1907 
she deposited $890.55 with the City Na-

Ship’s Crew Drew Lots to See 
Who Should Remain Behind 
After Wreck. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4—A rescue 
expedition is forming to bring back 
eight men of the abandoned schooner 
Alvarado, left on the weird and deso- 
late Easter Island. which is 2100 miles 
off the coast of Chite, and used by that 
country for a penal settlement, similar 
to the French Devil's Island. But 
Easter is a fifty-mile stretch of narrow 
rock with an apex of something over 
2000 feet above the level of the sea. 


The Alvarado had to be abandoned 
at sea on June 13, and the captain, 
mate and crew, after a 2600-mile pull 
in open boats, made Easter Island. It 
is most scantily inhabited, and life in 
the colony was so terrible that finally 
it was agreed that the men of the Al- 
varado would make an attempt to get 
into communication with the world 
Easter Island being far off the track 
of any ships.

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‘JUDGES AND. RECEIVERS. } 
In his address at the Montreal meeting of the 
American Bar Association in September, Ex- 
President Taft made a pithy and pertinent re- 
mark about court appointments to receiverships, 
which emphasizes the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion 
that Congress inquire into receiverships, particu- 
larly railroad receiverships, with a view to re- 
form legislation. Mr. Taft said: ' 

Abuses have grown out of court appoint- 
ments te recetverships and te ther tens 
rary lucrative positions. It would be well if 
possible te relieve the Judges of such duties. 
In the ease of national banks, the receivers 
ere appointed not by the courts, but by the 
Comptroller of the Currency. I think it might 
be well in the case of interestate railroads, 
the creditors of which seek relief in the Fed- 
eral Court, to have the receivers appointed 
by the Interstate Oommerce Commission. 
Patronage is very difficult te dispense. It 
gives te the court a meretricious pewer and 
casts upon it a duty that is quite Mkely te 
involve the court im comtroversies: adding 
neither to tts dignity mor its hold upen the 
confidence of the public. Some great English 
Judges have tarnished their reputation im its 
use, A receiver appointed by ancther author 
ity would be quite sufficiently under control 
of the court if the court could remove him 
for cause and punish him for contempt of its 
crders. 

Mr. Taft’s criticism of court appointments has 
special force, because he sat in the Federal Court 
and has personal and practical experience upon 
which to base his conclusions. 

We used the Frisco receivership as an illustra- 
tion of the need of a change, not because we 
charge any conscious abuse or scandalous misuse 
of power on the part of Judge Sanborn, but be- 
cause circumstances have arisen and facts have 
come to light which may embarrass him and cre- 
ate public suspicion of abuse. Investigation has 
disclosed that one of the Frisco receivers, ap- 
pointed by Judge Sanborn, was associated with 
officers of the Frisco in a highly profitable deal 
with the railroad. 

It may be, as Judge Sanborn says, that he will 
have to act in a judicial capacity in a suit for 
restitution, How can he do it without embar- 
rassment when a receiver appointed by himself 
is a defendant in the suit? He may find it his 
duty to order the receivers to bring a suit for 
restitution. With what propriety can Mr. West 
appear as prosecutor, representing the interests 
of the railroad, and defendant, representing the 
syndicate sued for restitution of excessive profits 
realized through his co-operation? 

It is fundamental that a railroad receiver 
should be disinterested. He should protect all 
real interests in the railroad, including the public 
interest. It is fundamental to the rule of justice 
in courts that a Judge be free from embarrass- 
ment in dealing with all questions that come to 
him for judicial determination. 

It is for Judge Sanborn to decide if it is proper 
to retain as receiver of the Frisco a man inter- 
ested in a deal tainted with official conspiracy. 
+ It is for Congress to determine if Federal 


Judges should be embarrassed and possibly in- 


fluenced in their judicial acts by the power of 
patronage and by dealing on the bench with the 
conduct of their own appointees.

The several committees of specified jurisdiction 
have organized for the 1913 Post-Dispatch Christ- 
mas Festival. From now on preparations along 
the usual lines for this communal recognition of 
the spirit of the great holiday will be in active 
progress daily. 

This annual observance on a city-wide scale of 
the seasonal tradition has become a St. Louis in- 
stitution. No other American city has an insti- 
tution as unique in conception, as distinctive of 
the common sympathies and attitude of ita people, 
productive of widespread benefits to participants 
of every sort, as inspiring in its evidences of bene- 
fit for giver and receiver, as fine in its sugges- 
tions of the universal quality of Christmas day. 

All St. Louisans are, of course, familiar with its 
scope and object. The plans for the fourteenth 
festival will go forward supported by the success 
of the 13 that have preceded it. As has been re- 
peatedly explained in the past, it is an act of 
hospitality in which the Post-Dispatch’s part is 
that of an almoner for the more fortunate who 
take thought on the needs of the less fortunate. 
The Post-Dispatch merely furnishes the point from 
which an admirable form of Christmas activities 
is centralized.

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PRISON HIGH SCHOOL COURSS. 
From the Independent. 

After an investigation which showed 
that of the inmates of Jackson (Mich.) 
State Prison nine of every 10 had failed 
to complete a common school course, 


common school studies; There will be a 


course in agriculture, one in commercial 


studies, and a vocational school in which 
various manual arts will be taught. 

It was decided after a conference be- 
tween prison authorities and State ed- 


rveators that a course of study similar to 


that recommended for use in the public 
schools should be followed. After the 
ecmmon school is completed the high 
echool courses consist of a list of re- 
quired subjects, principally English and 
mathematics, and of electives, com- 


lmercial, agricultvral or vocational, as se- 


lected. It is planned to turn the old 
prison tower 
equipped vocational schools. It is ex- 
pected that this feature will become self- 
supporting through the objects of orna- 
ment and utility the convict-students 
may construct. The Michigan College 
of Agriculture has drafted the course in 
agriculture for such inmates as wish to 
become farmers after leaving the insti- 
tution. The various State educational 
institutions have pledged their support 
in making plans and in providing in- 
structors. 
Ly the authorities, while the State Li- 
brary will offer Idans of volumes which 
may be returned and others obtained. 
The lesson hours will follow immediate- 
ly those of prescribed prison labor and 
thus cut down the dreaded time in the 
cells. Three hours will be spent out- 
side, and study within the cells will 
rrovide healthy occupation for practical 
ly all the waking hours the convict cares 
to devote to his school work.

BOY KIDNAPED FROM 
‘SCHOOL BY MAN IN TAXI 


Grandmother: With Whom 
James Lemen Has Been Liv- 
ing, Says He Was Taken 
by Father. 

James Winton Lemen, 7 years old, 
who has been living with his grand- 
mother, Mrs. H.] C. Arens of Kirk- 
wood, was kidnaped from the Sherman! 
School, % Flad avenue, Tuesday 
morning, by his father, Don Lemen, 
according to a statement made by Mrs, 
Arens Thursday. 

Mrs. Arens said the boy had been 
taken to Denver by his father. At the 
death of his mother, seven years ago 
Mrs. Arens took the boy. She said his 
father never had seen him from thac 
time until Tuesday. 

When Winton failed to return home 
Tuesday night, Mrs. Arens learned that 
a well-dressed man and woman drove 
to the school in a taxicab and took him 
away. 

Mrs. Arens said the man was the 
boy’s father and the woman his step- 
mother. Mrs. Arens seemed to de 
heart-broken over the loss. The boy 
had organized a Sunday newspaper 
route in Louisa Heights, Kirkwood, and 
was popular with people living there. 
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Pianist Plays Many Numbers and Mrs. J. B. Sanford, in St. Louis} 
Responds to Four Encores Describes Being in Line of 
at Odeon. Fire in 2-Day Fight.

Mrs. John B. Sanford, wife of the Brit- 
ish Vice Consul in Monterey, Mexico, 
and her daughter, Violet, 7 years old, 
who fled from Mexico after their home 
had been riddled with bullets in a recent 
battle between the Federals and Con- 
stitutionalists, passed through St. Louis 
Thursday on their way to Springfield, 
III., Mrs. Sanford’s former home. 

Mrs. Sanford aald the family escaped 
from their residence through the cel- 
lar after her husband had torn a hole 
in the kitchen floor to allow them to 
drop through to the basement, out of 
range of the bullets from both armies. 
The American and British flags were 
flown from their home when the firing 
began, she said, but the two-story brick 
dwelling was in the line of battle, and 
the soldiers seemed to pay no attention 
to the flags. 

Husband Remains Bebind. 

Sanford is in the mining supply busi- 
ness at Monterey, and he and his fam- 
ily have lived there seven years. Hv 
remained in the city to attend to his 
diplomatic duties, after he had assisted 
his wife and daughter to depart, 
Thanksgiving day. 

The bombardment lasted two days, and, 
in the opinion of Mrs. Sanford, the Con- 
‘| stitutionalist army would have captured 
the city had it not taken possession of 
a brewery in the second day’s fighting. 
She says a large number of the sol- 
diers and officers got drunk. The Fed- 
erals then routed the attacking force 
and drove them from the city, she said. 

Gen. Carranza and his army appeared 
on the streets of Monterey Nov. 23 on 
his march toward Tampico, Mrs. San- 
ford said, where he hoped to capture the 
oil supplies of the Pearson syndicate, 
thus cutting off the fuel supply of the 
Mexican Railroad and at the same time 
hamper the company which is reported 
to have aided Huerta with funds. 

Foreign Fiags Ignored. 

The rebels set up a machine gun in 
front of the Sanford home and trained! 
it on the Federal garrison, Mrs. San- 
ford asserted, placing their residence in 
the direct path of the bullets of the op- 
posing lines. An American family who 
had run up an American flag on their 
heme acrogs the street, took refuge in 
the Sanford home, she said, after the 
soldiers refused to give protection to 
those under foreign flags. 

The party gathered in the upper floor 
of the Sanford residence, she said, but 
the bullets tore through the walls and 
forced them to abandon the upstairs. 
They lay on floors downstairs for sev- 
eral hours, according to Mrs. Sanford, 
seeking safety from the shells which 
were gradually tearing the house to 
pieces. Several times, as the bullets 
whigzed over their heads, they tried to 
get out of the house, but the rapid fire 
made it dangerous to go near the front 
or rear exits.

In the theatrical twilight of a dark- 
ened auditorium, Wednesday night, at 
the Odeon, Jan Paderewski, 
greatest of living pianists, became the 
center of a sort of musical three-ring 
circus, in which the loftiest art was 
exhibited with. the sideshow, and the 
most sacred poetry was elbowed by 
melodrama. | 

Above the artist's softest and lovell- 
est passages in the closing numbers, in 
which his fingers touched the keys as 
lightly as the brush of a butterfly’s 
wing, there arose from without the 
cries of hawkers, who barked raucous- 
ly: “Last chance to get a picture of 
the great Paderoosky!"’ and Notes on 
Choppin by the artist, 10 cents!“ which 
proved to be nothing more than the 
usual program as printed for the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, containing a brief de- 
scription of each number of the pro- 
gram. 

From the first entrance of. the plan- 
ist, funereally pallid in the gloom, 
lank of limb and crowned with an au- 
reole of pale locks, to the sensational 
ovation, which became the finale of the 
program, the entire evening was fla 
vored highly with the spectacular. 

Shows His Temperament. 

To this effect Paderewski himself con- 
tributed in no small degree. To those 
who admire excessive temperament, he 
was satisfactorily nervous and irrita- 
ble. When not playing he was constant- 
ly fingering at his cuffs, or else his 
hands were writhing about each other. 
When a crowd of late confers poured in 
after the first number and compelled a 
delay of the program, he shot about the 
hall glances of malevolence. 

As he was concluding the Chopin So- 
nata, someone in the gallery was gullty 
of a noise like the dropping of a bock. 
The artist started as if he had been 
stabbed and hurled in the direction of 
the offender a vicious look, which, it it 
could have killed, would have slain him 
on the spot. 

The program itself was 80 colossal as 
to be almost ostentatious. Four of the 
six numbers were of such vast propor- 
tions as te have been adequate, each in 
itself, to serve as the stellar selection of 
a great program. Only a giant among 
artists could have essayed it, and only 
an audience with a gargantuan appetite 
for music could have endured it with- 
out surfeit. To cap the climax, Pade- 
rewski gave four encores at the end, 
which alone would have made as solid a 
program as one could expect from any 
pianist in the world. 

Crowd Dees Net Tire. 

The scene at the close of the formal 
program was such as the Odeon has sel- 
dom witnessed. ‘The conventional hand- 
clapping was reinforced with stampings 
of feet, with shouts of enthusiasm and 
with the fluttering of ‘handkerchiefs. 
Despite the lateness.of the hour, the 
hearers were eager for more, They 
lingered in their seats, loath to depart. 
They left the hell.and wandered back, 
as if drawn by an irresistible power. In
